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NEW NOTIFICATION POLICY REGARDING PEOPLE REGISTERED AS SEX OFFENDERS 
LIVING IN LONG-TERM CARE SETTINGS OR  

RECEIVING LONG-TERM CARE SERVICES AND SUPPORTS 
 
Dear Provider / Administrator / Superintendent: 
 
As part of routine communications with the Washington State Patrol, the Department of Social 
and Health Services (the department) periodically receives information about individuals who 
are registered as a sex offender with a registered address that is the same as a licensed long-
term care facility or home.  

You may receive notification from the department that a resident of your facility or home is 
registered as a sex offender. You may also learn from a department case manager through the 
CARE assessment and placement process that a potential resident is a registered sex offender. 
As a licensee, you should notify all residents residing in your facility or home and their 
representatives that a person registered as a sex offender will or will be living with them. You 
are also obligated to comply with the laws that apply to your long-term care setting and take the 
actions you decide are appropriate for operation of your home or facility consistent with those 
requirements.  
 
Please remember the following: 

• You must only admit or continue to provide services to a resident when you can safely and 
appropriately meet their needs. 1 

• You must have a complete and current assessment for each resident and that assessment 
must contain information about the resident, including known behaviors, that is relevant to 
providing appropriate care to the resident while protecting the health and safety of the other 
residents. 2 

• You are required to use the assessment to develop a plan of care that reflects the needs 
and preferences of the resident, and, when appropriate, that includes details on behavioral 
interventions and how you will address any safety concerns.3 

• You have the duty to protect residents from abandonment, verbal, sexual, physical and 
mental abuse, exploitation, financial exploitation, neglect, and involuntary seclusion.4 

If you receive notification from the department either through a letter or through the CARE 
assessment and placement process that a person who is required to register as a sex offender

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is or will be living in your facility or home, you should notify all residents of the person’s sex 
offender status and consider the following: 

• Is it new information to you? 

• Is it reflected in the resident’s assessment and care plan? 

• Can you safely and appropriately meet the resident’s needs? 

• Do you have adequate safeguards in place to protect residents?   

• Do you need additional information from the resident or from law enforcement?
